Sale* for fiscal 1961 total­ 
led $267,454,965. compared 
with $233,679,427 for the 
previous year.

Net income for 1961 was 
$8,673,321, compared with 
$7,740,219 in fiscal 1960.

This year's earnings after 
taxes represented a 3.24 per­ 
cent return on sales.

During the year the 
amount of common stock 
outstanding increased by 
217.000 shares. This held the 
earnings per share to $4.22, 
the same as in the previous 
year.

The increase in shares 
outstanding resulted princi­ 
pally from the conversion of 
the company's 4 per cent 
debentures.

This was the fifth succes­ 
sive year that Northrop's 
earnings increased, contin­ 
uing an 11-year upward 
trend.

Of the year's sales, $247,- 
832.000 represented govern­

ment business and $19.623,- 
000 represented sales of 
commercial-type products.

Missiles, electronics and 
communications system ac­ 
counted for $178,000,000, or 
about 67 percent.

Prime aircrarr systems 
production and research and 
other aiilrame manufactur­ 
ing accounted for $76,000,000 
or 28 pel-cent.

All other miscellaneous 
ctaegories amounted to $13,- 
000,000 or 5 percent.

Sales of electronics and 
communications s y s 1. c in s 
equipment continued to in­ 
crease and showed a- $54,- 
000,000 increase over 1960.

Sales backlog at August
